A Upstairs, Goron Punch barrels and 
jump on switch. Roll down to cell before 
it closes to get the Heart Piece. Smash 
the barrels at the edge of the ledge and 
hit the switch with an Arrow. Swim as 
Zora Link to the gate that opened. 


A Follow the corridor to reach another 
room. First, hit the crystal switch to 
make a metal switch appear. Then stand 
on the circular drain and fire an Arrow 
at the metal one. This will be enough to 
propel you into another room. 



A Danger! Beware of 
the hanging spikes! Don't 
walk under any of them 
or they will fall on you.

A The next tadpole you need to get is 
being held in a room high above the fort 
entrance. You need to use your Hookshot 
to make your way up there. A mini boss 
called Gerudo Warrior is guarding the 
tadpole, so you've got to beat him first. 


A This is a simple fight that will take just two hits from your awesome Kongo sword. 
Don't worry about tactics, simply wade in like a mad thing. In the next room you'll find 
the ickle tadpole. Grab it and go back out to the fort.

A Back in the fort, Hookshot up to the 
next target and sneak past the guard. 
Open the Chest in the next room for 100 
Rupees and run up the stairs for yet 
another mini boss encounter. 


A Use the Kongo Sword and the Gerudo 
Warrior really is easy. Get tadpole in next 
room and exit. If you only have three 
bottles, return the tadpoles to the marine 
lab and come back for the fourth. 


A The last tadpole egg is in the back of 
the fortress and you'll have to use your 
Hookshot if you want to get there. When 
you reach the ledge, prepare for another 
rock hard Gerudo Warrior fight. 


A This Gerudo can take the most 
damage out of all the Warriors. But it will 
still only take Link three slashes of the 
mighty Kongo sword to kill him! In the 
next room is the fourth tadpole egg. 


The eel maze 

To get the final tadpole eggs. Link must make his way through some 
murky waters using only some badly laid out signs. 

Make sure that you have a full Magic Meter and are in tip top health, 
because Link has a family of giant eels to dispatch. 
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A You can now get into the marine lab in 
Great Bay. You'll find it next to the Owl 
Statue. Climb up into the empty tank and 
deposit the tadpole eggs.

A Go outside and look for two pointed 
columns rising out of the sea. Sink down 
and swim between them to reach a 
confusing underwater maze.

A After you find last three tadpoles, go 
back to marine lab and empty them into 
the tank. Ail seven will hatch and write 
out some notes. 0 Target the professor. 


A Turn into Zora Link and show him your 
guitar to learn the Bossanova of the Sea's 
Roar.

Go 
to the opposite end of 
the corridor.

A When warheads are 
deactivated, go to 
command centre that 
opens.

Dark Hangar 


You won't be able to see a thing without your Night Vision Goggles. 




A Turn on Night Vision, go through 
open hangar door. Head through the 
darkness until you reach a warehouse.

A These critters are really nasty. They 
spit flesh burning acid at you from a 
distance and have a deadly swipe when 
they're close. Better get rid of them! 




A Head forward and turn right for 
open hangar door.

A Now you have the Key Card in your 
possession, go all the way back to the 
room where you started. Go left and use 
it to unlock the door with the sign
